SANDY BERRIES 


Some growers seem to think that we can get the sand out of 
any kind of berries which is erroneous as we are unable to do belter tnan 
any housewife might do. We are in a position to get any loose sand that 
has splashed uiwm the berries by rain or otherwise but when the beri a > 
have been beat into the ground it is impossible to get the sand out and 
for this reason it is necessary to hand pick same out which is impossible 
for us to do 100%. When the sand is wet and the pickers use our boxes to 
pick in we find that unless you brush the sand from beneath the picking 
boxes that there is quite an accumulation of -and and if some ot the berm s 
are smashed in stacking it is very serious to us after the sand has been 
mashed into the berries. 


HEAVY DEW OR WET BERRIES 


Please keep pickers out of the field where there is a heavy dew 
unless it looks like rain. Dew is more or le ss poison to bem es "men they 
are confined and they get soft and mushy. In case ot bad weather it is 
our desire to save the berry crop and should it rain every day as it has 
done during berry Season in the past it would be our desire to pick tin. 
berries in the dew or rain if necessary to save the crop and keep o\er-ripe 
berries off the vines, however, we are hoping that such conditions will 
not prevail. 
To sum up our position we want to do our part and work with 
the growers but we want the growers to fully realize that we are una )le 
to do the impossible thing and it is necessary that they bear m mind the 
above suggestions. 
We are pleased to state that a good many growers try to bring 
in berries in almost perfect condition but a good many growers are more 
or less careless and expect us to handle berries in any condition their 
Dickers get them in and ease their conscience with the fact it was the 
pickers fault.
